Best Goods. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


May has been progressing in her finest stvle, producing the 
fullest developments and with the exception of some reports of 
cyclones and tornadoes, in the Missouri Valley district, there has 
been no complaint whatever of the meteorlogical schedule. Irom 
all over the country, however, individual reports come to hand 
complaining of the erratic conditions of the temperature. Even 
from Southwest California come the reports that never were they 
so erratic, the variations of heat and cold being pronounced very 
unsatisfactory. There are, however, no reports affecting the 
fruit or vegetable crops of the season and for the next month 
or six weeks there will be nothing of that kind to chronicle except 
such as are known as June falls. This is expected to be very 
heavy in peaches everywhere, but it looks as if some other fruit 
crops would almost compensate for the loss. Thus the asparagus 
crop is going to be very large on the South Pacific Coast, accord- 
ing to reliable reports and East of the Mississippi River, bananas 
are almost a glut everywhere. This latter fruit, however, affects 
the canner only indirectly. It is difficult to assign it a place as 
to whether it is a natural or cultivated taste, but it undoubtedly 
interferes at present with the demand for other fresh fruit in 
some seasons of the year. 

There is at present quite a fair promise of an average crop 
of small fruits throughout the country generally. They do not 
appear to have suffered as much from the March and April 
frosts as larger fruits, indeed, strawberries have been coming in 
at such a rate that the railroads are short of sufficient modern 
appliances in the way of cars to handle them. Philadelphia re- 
ports the loss of thousands of crates of strawberries during the 
last week from this cause. Perhaps if Philadelphia had some 
very heavy canning houses we would not have such a report. 
They are beginning to get cheap enough in this city to induce 
the packers to take hold of them and during the coming week 
we expect to hear of several houses at work on them. Much 
of the stock arriving from nearby counties is in fine condition, 
showing beautiful fruit, large, rich color and firm, and the pre- 
vailing weather is favorable in all respects to a continuation of 
such a crop. In the absence of peas and the lateness of pine- 
apples small fruits may have the honor of opening the canning 
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house season this year. The first cargo of pineapples is just 
arriving in the Patapsco river at this writing, but several other 
cargoes will be on hand within a week and the season will soon 
be in full blast. Peas, however, are putting in a very small 
appearance at present and there will undoubtedly be a small pack 
in consequence of reduced crops. 

We hear of nothing to change the position of corn in respect 
to either crop or market, except from the far northwest, whence 
comes a report that canned corn is advancing and in demand. In 
fact peas, corn and tomatoes are all in the cloudy books of both 
grower and packer and apparently because the buyer has for 
several months regarded them as under a cloud. Therefore 
as time passes we are more and more convinced that our opinion 
expressed a couple of months ago, that the vear 1905 is going 
to be one of shortened production in nearly all lines of -canned 
goods, will be fulfilled during the packing season. This of 
course means that the stock on hand, whatever it may be, will 
be well cleaned up during the year and probably at the present 
low prices. Secondly that the fall season will see a marked 
change in the condition of the market, with steadily advancing 
prices on nearly all articles. In other words, whilst economy 
will have to be the motto of the canned goods packer for this 
vear, the general result of this enforced quietude will be what the 
market has long needed,—that is to say a complete cleaning up 
of cheap holdings and corelatively the disappearance from the 
business of many small concerns, who serve but little purpose 
other than to depress values. It must be understood of course 
that consumption of canned goods has never ceased for an hour, 
that it is steadily progressing all the time and that as we called 
attention last summer the greatest fault has been in the public 
declaration of an excessive consumption of special goods. 

Whenever the country learns that the consumption of canned 
tomatoes has doubled in a year and buyers learn from natural 
development that there is still a considerable carry-over of goods 


of this kind, they naturally infer that the volume of pack has 
more than doubled and as naturally conclude that they have only 
to bear prices to get goods at their own figures. The event is 
certain to fulfill their desires and these conditions have been the 
main cause of the present desolate market. 

3rokers make fewer changes in their reports this week than 
at almost any time this year, but they are all waiting for the open- 
ing of the new season and the volume of their business in spot 
goods amounts to such clearing up as is being done in order to 
get rid of carry over stock. There has been, however, an ad- 
vance of 2% to 5c. in second yellow peaches. No. 2 standard 
tomatoes are 2¥%c. higher and quoted at 52%c. and standard 
gallon tomatoes are 5c. lower and quoted her at $1.75. 

Cove oysters are a little weaker, settling into fixed prices 
which will hold until September next. Ten ounce are quoted 
at $1.47%, a decline of 2Y%c. Eight ounce are quoted at $1.35, 
a decline of 5c.; five ounce at 77M%c., a decline of 2%c. 

Pineapple is quoted somewhat higher than last week. Stand- 
ard No. 2 E. & C., $1.00, an advance of 10c.; extras of same, 
$1.30, also an advance of toc. On the other hand, No. 1 extra 
fancy grated is quoted at 9goc., which is a decline from last week’s 
figures. No. 1 fancy sliced E. & C. is also quoted at goc. Other 
grades show no change from last week, except gallon pie grated 
in water, which is held at $1.90, where it was $2.00 last week, 
and in syrup at $2.00. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is reported a better con- | 
dition of affairs in respect to orders but no change in quotations ; 
there are various movements on hand among the employees in 
the tin mills, which may result in some variations in the cost of 
tin plates, but informed parties, in a position to know, advanced 
the opinion that these difficulties will all be overcome without 
any variations and without a strike. Prices therefore on all can- 
ners’ metals remain as they were last week. The figures can be 
found on their regular page.

Saies UMee For Territory Including New York, New Jersey and New England, 
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New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Not much of interest was reported in the canned goods 
market during the week beyond the announcement of speculative 
opening prices on 1905 pack southern peas. Nearly all lines were 
moderately active, most sales being limited to relatively small 
lots, excepting in a few instances, when a buyer took a fair quan- 
tity. Conditions were generally looked upon as a shade more 
favorable, and the situation was thought to be improving, in a 
small way, perhaps, but still improving. 

Salmon.—Local jobbers report demand for salmon as.slow, 
but elsewhere there is apparently some improvement as shown 
in the increased demand from interior dealers. No sales of con- 
sequence have been reported, buyers observing the same conserv- 
atism that has characterized their operations in all lines of canned 
goods for the past few months. Advices from the Columbia 
river are to the effect that packers have sold about all the 1905 
output they care to in view of the poor fishing season thus far. 
The uncertainty as to the size of the pack is even more marked 
than it was last year. In fact, no one can tell or even guess what 
the approximate output will be. Quotations on futures are liable 
to be withdrawn at any time. 

Sardines.—The pack continues extremely light. Yet, even 
under these circumstances buyers show little or no interest, and 
$2.70 Eastport for quarter-oils attracts no interest. Spot trading 
is light. Spot stocks are light, closely concentrated and firmly 
held, 

Tomatoes.—Jobbers find that holders of standard Maryland 


No, 3 tomatoes are not disposed to shade 6oc. f. 0. b. factory and 
are beginning to place orders at that figure. They are taking no 
more than enough to supply their trade requirements, however, 
and sales seldom exceed 1,000 to 2,000 case lots. Futures are not 
mentioned, neither buyers or sellers being disposed to do business 
at present. 

Peas.—Opening prices on future southern peas have been 
named by one brokerage house the past week as follows: Stand- 
ard, 75 to 8oc.; sifted, 80 to goc.; extra sifted, $1.00 to $1.05. 
These figures are 10 to 15c¢. below last year’s opening and are 
looked upon as speculative only. Apparently an attempt to 
secure a line on the market. Some inquiry is noted for spot peas 
at 50 to 55c., but it is said that nothing of even decent quality 
is obtainable below 6oc. 

Corn.—The market is more or less unsettled by pressure to 
clean up holdings of fair to good quality stock. Fancy quality 
is in limited supply and on this grade the tone of the market was 
firm. 

Apples.—Some inquiry is reported for gallon apples, but 
buyers do not seem disposed to place orders at the prices asked. 
Stocks are light and probably under close control. 

Pineapples.—The market is reported moderately active at 
quoted prices. The situation is regarded as fairly satisfactory, 
and improvement is rather expected. 

Peaches.—While supplies are short in this country and stocks 
difficult to obtain, England is reported to have 250,000 cases, 
and no sale. Unfortunately the quality of many of them doesn’t 
warrant shipping them back here and they are weighing down the 
English market, preventing either present or future business. It 
is claimed that outside and more or less irresponsible packers have 
shipped thousands of cases of inferior peaches to England, ruin- 
ing the market for this year, at least. Peaches are not liked as 
well there as they are here, and unless they open satisfactocily, 
it is extremely hard to sell them. Hupson.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Holders of tomatoes are encouraged by reports of improving condi- 
tions. It is harder to buy No. 3 standard Maryland tomatoes at 60¢ 
f. o. b. Baltimore or county, and as the tables show that ruling prices 
ure still below the cost of production, there is every likelihood that the 
market will retain its present steadiness now that it has been relieved 
of is most crushing burdens. There is no interest in futures. Corn is 
inactive. Peas attract little attention and beans still less. The market 
for fruits is unchanged, but reports from the Coast that the peach pack 
will again be small have developed a firmer feeling in spot California 
peaches. Salmon is quiet and there is nothing of importance to report 
as to the fishing and packing prospects or the business in futures. A quiet 
and firm market for domestic sardines. 

Futures have been generally quiet. A local firm is quoting Southern 
packed peas, 1905, at 65 to 80¢ for standards, 80¢ to $1.00 for sifted and 
$1.25 to $1.30 for extra sifted: petit pois, $1.50 to $1.75.—Merchanis’ Re- 


Chicago. 

Domestic sardines are firm and in active demand from the grocery 
trade, and new prices on 1905 Columbia river salmon—figures same as 
named at the opening last spring—are the only features in canned goods 
to be reported this week. Sardines are very firm. Salmon is improving 
in demand and prices on this fish are firm also. Tomatoes are steady 
at former prices, but the feeling is described as a little healthier. Canned 
corn is unchanged in price. Demand for corn is good, but nothing further 
is to be reported on that article. Peas are selling quite well just now. 
Prices are low and this seems to have stimulated demand more or less. 
Beans, string and lima, are steady and in rather good demand. Other 


vegetables are steady. All canner fruits are selling better. Prices on 
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peaches and other varieties are firm, as the supply left isn’t large by any 
means. Cove oysters are in fairly good request at steady prices. Canned 
lobster and shrimp are firm.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


Philadelphia. 

There has been no notable change in the tomato situation during the 
week, except possibly the situation is slightly improved by reason of the ° 
customary spring demand. The demand for tomatoes is unquestionably 
better than it was 30 days ago. Some few futures are selling, but the 
demand is much below what it should be. Corn is in slow demand at 
unchanged prices. The market is slightly stronger than 30 days ago, by 
reason of the gradual cleaning up of cheap lots. Peas are very quiet. 
Cheap peas seem to be getting cleaned up in first hands, and it is time 
they were, for the new pack will be offered soon. In fact, one or two 
packers during the week named prices 10 to 15 cents per dozen below 
last year. Eastern peaches are quiet. There is a slight demand for 
seconds yellows at unchanged prices. California canned goods are un- 
changed and only a few are moving. ‘The general small line of Baltimore 
canned goods is unchanged and quiet. The best demand seems to be for 
baked beans and spinach.—Grocery World. 

Toronto, Canada. 

An interesting feature of the canned goods market this week is a 
reported weakening in canned corn. Supplies are in a few hands, and 
on account of the slight falling off in the demand it is said that there inter- 
ests are disposed to offer canned corn at a slight reduction. The tomato 
situation continues strong and unchanged from last week. 

Fruits are beginning to move into general consumption, and orders 
are being taken for future salmon subject to later confirmation. Some 
orders are also being taken for future lobsters and haddie for June 
delivery. At the opening of the market a month hence last year’s selling 
price will be no more than equivalent to this year’s cost price. Some 
members of the trade are of the opinion that sardines are going to be 
higher in price owing to the fact that the sardine season moves in cycles, 
and as this is the third or last year, next year is expected to be a poor 
season. 

Salmon packers on the Coulmbia River have announced American 
opening prices on the 1905 pack of chinooks and steelheads. Prices on the 
former are the same as last year, namely, $1.45 for talls, $1.55 for flats, and 
got on half-pounds. Prices made on steelheads are $1.30 for flats, $1.20 
for talls, and &5¢ for half-pounds. On chinook salmon in oval tins a

Montreal, Canada. 

Situation is unchanged and business only fair in all lines. Some ship- 
ments of fancy French tomatoes, peeled and whole, have lately made their 
appearance on the market and another large shipment is due this week. 
These goods are of excellent quality and packed in different style from 
Canadian and United States tomatoes. The price is higher than domestic 
pack, but, owing to style and general appearance, they are being readily 
bought by dealers of fancy and high-class groceries. It is reported that 
orders are being booked by the combine at open prices this week. Salmon 
continues in fair demand at steady prices. Futures are also being booked 
by representatives of the B. C. canneries—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—A holiday tone has pervaded this and the other markets for 
canned goods this week, but there is no change to report in this article. 
Recent arrivals include the “British Isles” with 64,481 cases, the “Altair” 
with 47,580 cases, and the “Marlborough Hill” with 97,762 cases, the last- 
named to Liverpool. The American Grocer of the 12th inst. says that the 
largest single sale in the history of the trade of red Alaska salmon, 
amounting to within 125,000 to 130,000 cases, was concluded during the 
previous week through the co-operation of the Corby Commission Co. in 
New York, and the Kelley-Clarke Co., in Seattle, whereby the entire 
holdings of red Alaska salmon belonging to the receivers of the P. P. 
& N. Co. were conveyed to the Northwestern Fisheries Co., the purchasers 
of the canneries formerly owned and operated in the future by the North- 
western Fisheries Co., they retaining the well-known brands of the 
company from whom the properties were purchased. The journal adds 
that this sale should have a very salutary effect upon market conditions, 
owing to the uncertainty which has existed since October last. 

Lobsters are without alteration. 

Sardines.—A small business has been done this week, but there is no 
change to record in prices. During the week the rumors of the formation 
of a syndicate of packers have been revived, and it is stated that it is 
likely to be an accomplished fact next week. Should this be the case, 
it will probably hae the effect of advancing prices. The “Lisbon” has 
arrived with 3,452 cases, the “Lista” with 906 cases, the “Britannia” with 
1,757 cases, and and “Navarre” with 762 cases, the last-named to Liverpool. 


Meats.—Business has been fairly satisfactory, considering that this 
has been a holiday week, and the tone is very firm. 

Fruits and Pines have been a quiet market, but prices are unaltered. 
The supplies of peaches and asparagus are getting within a limited com- 
pass, in consequence of the non-arrival of the “Chelmsford,” which has 
about 74,000 cases fruit on board, and is several weeks overdue. ‘The 
“Altair” has brought 14,610 cases fruits, the “Marlborough Hill” about 
6,000 cases fruits to Liverpool, and the “Baralong” 742 cases pines. 


Liverpool, England. 

The holidays have interfered with the trade during the week, but 
this last day or two has shown indications of a considerable increase in the 
demand for all kinds of canned goods. 

Salmon particularly in request, and there seems to have been quite a 
large consumptive demand for the holiday trade. Best talls and half Ib. 
flats are being bought. One pound flats are scarcely obtainable, even at 
the very fancy prices that are now being asked. 

Sardines continue steady, with good inquiry for fine grocery quarters. 

Meats incline to advance. 

Rabbits.—These are especially cheap, and this, no doubt, is a good 
time for groceries to stock these goods, as they are lower in price than 
ever they have been. 

Tomatoes.—These also are cheap, and should be good buying. 

Fruits steady, with particular inquiry for pears and peaches.—Grocers’ 
Gasette. 


Little Rock, Ark—The Allethian Canning Company of Lake City, 
Ark., has been chartered. The capital stock is $5,000 of which $4,700 has 
been paid.

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CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 5th, 1905. 
Editor Tue Trape: 

From all present indications the pack of California fruits this 
season is going to be a heavy one and canners are well prepared 
in most instances for the conditions. It is thought that the largest 
crop of apricots ever grown in the State is well on its way to ma- 
turity and the pack of this fruit will largely exceed its ordinary 
size. The trade anticipates lower prices in the fruit just named, 
but higher prices will be made on pears and probably on some 
varieties of peaches and Royal Anne cherries. 

The peach crop this year does not look any too promising 
and it is possible there will be a shori pack of this fruit. Gallon 
pie plums and apricots took a little drop a few days ago, the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association reducing their prices fif- 
teen to twenty-four cents per dozen. This drop coincides with 
the present packing indications on both fruits. Pears are shorter 
this year than ever and prices will undoubtedly rule considerably 
higher. The blight and weather have both acted as contributing 
causes to such a state of affairs. The nectarine crop is showing 
up well and no shortage is anticipated in this variety of fruit. In 
most of the cherry growing sections of the State satisfactory 
crops are being picked and a good pack will be made. 

Vegetable packers are now very busy with the asparagus 
pack, which it is estimated will exceed 30,000 cases this season. 
Cool weather has retarded the development of the asparagus 
shoots so far as size is concerned and packers are being forced to 
put up a greater quantity of small goods than they like to see. 
This combined with the development of rust in the vicinity of 
Sacramento and Milpitas has caused some uneasiness among those 
interested. Next season a great many new fields will come into 
bearing and an estimate of a 50,000 case pack has been made. 
Tomatoes are changing hands in satisfactory quantities. Pros- 
pects for new crop are excellent but packers will not pay as high 
prices for raw goods this season as last. Spot standards are 
changing owners on a basis of from 65 to 70 cents for 24% Ibs.

late fillmg a large government order for shipment to Manila. 
Packing of peas will soon commence. At the plants of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association new machinery has been in- 
stalled and a better pea will be packed this season than ever 
before. The Association is continuing its experiments with the 
growing and packing of corn near Milpitas and in my next letter 
| will be able to cover their progress in detail. Eastern packers 
of corn may watch these experiments with but little interest but 
they will probably be brought to a stern awakening three or four 
seasons hence.

Baltimore, Md., May 6th, 1905. 

Tomatoes.—Some of the more optimistic “experts” on the tomato 
situation seem to think we are on the eve of some advance, and base their 
prediction on the continuous run of orders and the increased interest 
being shown in the market by some of the larger operators. As far as we 
can see, while there is no sign of any immediate change, the market is 
gradually working itself into better position. One lot after the other 
is going out, and the extent to which many packers have been cleaned out 
does not seem to be fully grasped by the trade at large. During the 
past week the market in Baltimore has braced up considerably, and it 
has been necessary for us to fill the bulk of our orders for 60¢ tomatoes 
in the county. No 2 tomatoes are in strong shape, and look like an ex- 
cellent purchase for all wants between now and the packing season. 

There is a heavy inquiry for future No. 3 tomatoes at 62%¢ per dozen. 
Packers are still refusing to meet this price, and the result is that there 
is a nominal business being done at 65¢ per dozen for No, 3 standards. 
We are buying quite a few No. 2 standards at 47'4¢ per dozen, less 114 
per cent, f. 0. b. county or Baltimore. We quote some other sizes of 
tomatoes, for future delivery, as follows: 

No. 1% standards, 424%4¢ per dozen; No, 2 seconds, 45¢ per dozen; 
No. 3 seconds, 60¢ per dozen, less 114 per cent, f. 0. b. Baltimore. 

Corn.—The demand for cheap corn is excellent and is coming from all 
parts of the country. 

The future Maine style corn we are quoting at 60¢ per dozen, less 
114 per cent, f. o. b., Baltimore rate of freight, is dtrictly high grade stand- 
ard article. 

Peaches—There is not much snap about the market, but there is a 
fairly steady demand which is slowly but surely reducing stocks. There is 
every reason to believe that all the peaches now carried in Baltimore will 
be cleaned up before new stock is available. 

There is a much better feeling here on future peaches. A few weks 
ago a number of packers were willing to book orders at 95 cts. and $1.00 
per dozen for No. 3 white and yellow seconds, and probably sold a few, 
though there was not much interest displayed by the trade in buying 
futures. However, packers have all withdrawn from the market and the 
lowest prices now being made are as follows: No. 3 second whites, $1.05 
per dozen; yellows, $1.10 per dozen; No. 3 standard pie peaches, 75¢ per 
dozen, regular, f. 0. b. Baltimore. 
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Pineapples—No change to report in the market on new packed pine- 
apples. Some of the new packing will probably be ready for delivery dur- 
ing the coming week in limited quantities. 

Apples—The market here in Baltimore is cleaned up entirely on gallon 
apples. We can quote New York State gallon apples at $1.95 per dozen, 
regular f. o. b. York State. . Can still buy a few No. 3's in Baltimore at 


5712 cts. per dozen, regular, f. 0. b. THOS. G. CRANWELL & CO. 
Sardines. 

Somewhat contrary to general expectations the Maine fishermen, and, 
indeed, not a few of the New Brunswick weirmen, have again gathered 
in liberal remuneration for the first hogsheads of sardine herring deliv- 
ered to the factories. In some quarters it is said that prices were even 
in excess of last year’s opening, and competition ran as keen as ever. 
The fish have, however, been wholly spasmodic in appearance and the 
weather still continues in the main unfavorable for operations at the 
weirs. A good deal of comment has been aroused by the faet that the 
Canadian fishermen are already in evidence with supplies, and well in- 
formed parties profess to believe that the protest of New Brunswick 
against the recommendation of the commission authorizing an export tax 
on sardines shipped to States markets will prevail. Party feeling runs 
high on the matter and unfortunately ‘the counties affected, Charlotte 
and St. John, are in disfavor at Ottawa for political reasons. Seeing that 
there are at present no canneries of any importance on Canadian soil 
and that the difficulty of coilecting the duty would necessitate heavy 
expense for additional revenue work it would appear that the fishermen 
have a strong case, although the Nova Scotians are interesting them- 
selves on the line that the bait supply is being depleted by the sardine 
weirmen, 

The recent in price of quarter oils to $3 made by the Sea Coast Can- 
ning Company, and the absence of competitive offerings in other quarters, 
is now making itself felt in the better dispersal of consigned stock through- 
out the country. Buyers are less prone to refusal since the price has 
been jumped and deliveries are going along more satisfactorily. Later 
contracts, however, of the independents are being filled at the old figures 
and the low price on futures announced in our last notations will tend 
to spin the game out on spot until better values on new goods are estab- 
lished. The Sea Coast have again been the most eager to acquire early 
fish and have so far taken in a majority of hogsheads landed.—Fishing 
Gasette.

T question in the United States is 
ing not only one of the most interesting but one of the most im- 
portant before the people. We have from time to time, in these 
columns, called attention to the extention and development of 
the principle of competition to advise our readers that it has gone 
from the man to the firm, from firms to companies, to trusts, to 
syndicates, to States, to Nationalities, to races, and in its later 
development even to monarchs. Whilst the world, in a socialistic 
way, is talking about the abolition of competition, competition 
is cutting a wider swath every year concurrent with the extension 
of civilization. It is to-day in the higher operations next to the 
greatest of all powers in the world; the only power dominating it 
being that of money or finance as it is now called. 

This question of competition at present in the United States 
is coming very seriously to affect the railroads, and it threatens 
and has threatened for some time to take up arms against the 
railroads in several ways. 

First of all because of the control that the railroads have of 
nearly, all internal commerce, the competition among themselves 
is on a vast scale, and it looks further ahead than almost any other 
line of business. There are four controlling persons or families 
in this railroad competition to-day and they are all buckling on 
their armor for a fight to the finish in the not distant future, but 
each with a careful glance out of the tail of his eve for his win- 
ning chance in the final finish. Those four individualities are the 
Vanderbilts, the Rockefellers, the Hill and Harriman group, and 
the Goulds, and in the oriental expression each has a long arm, 
and most of them can crack their whip from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Oceans. 

Every year, or at least every decade, shows a greater con- 
centration of railroad ownership to one or other of these groups, 
and the competition is growing more keen and bitter all the time. 
We witness at present an extraordinary struggle between two 
of them for what is expected to be the profitable control of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, it being understood that on account 
of the long haul through the less populous section of the continent 
there is not vet awhile profitable occupation for two great systems 
out there. 

But in their forecasts of competition this same principle 
leds them to calculate the benefits pro and con of the aggregate 
trade of the great commercial center of the continent, and to play 
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their cards accordingly. Fora saitibian of sane past the country 
has been informed weekly of the progress of an internal com- 
mercial struggle which has been going on for the control of the 
bulk of movement of grain staples from the West and Northwest 
to the Atlantic seaboard or the Gulf. New York City has in 
the last ten or twenty years risen to a full comprehension of the 
value it would be to her to be able to declare to the world that 
she is the shipping port of the great grain sections of the United 
States. But she occupies a position on the Atlantic Coast several 
hundred miles further from the grain fields than do such rival 
cities as Philadelphia and Baltimore, and the West, always careful 
and provident of her own rights and values, keeps a sinister eye 
on everything Eastern, and leans in favoritism to a shipment of 
her grain by the Gulf ports in the neighborhood of Galveston. 


The various railroad interests, therefore, cast their eyes on this 
municipal competition with watchful purpose of diverting it to 
their own benefit. There is no question but that in this com- 
petition as in all competition the justice or injustice of a case 
is lost sight of, power or profit being the only object. Thus there 
has been not only a grain rate war between the roads that feed 
the commerce of New York City and those that feed the other 
Atlantic and Gulf ports, but even a strong appeal to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to compel these roads to give New York 
advantages which the Interstate Commerce Laws deprive her 
of because of the longer haul. For sake of winning her fight 
against the Atlantic ports New York got her agents to throw 
their influence in favor of the Gulf ports a couple of months 
ago, and now is dropping the Gulf ports out of her favor for 
sake of transferring that traffic to her own piers. 

This local patriotism on the part of New York is not to be 
blamed, but the general injustice of it is wrong and the Govern- 
ment under no circumstances should attempt such misuse of 
powers. 

ut deeper than this question of port favoritism and sectional 
grasping lies another danger to the railroads and which they 
have always antagonized violently; it is one which carries the 
question into the very halls of Congress as a political one, and one 
which affects and will still more affect every section of the coun- 
try and every individual in it. We allude to the natural antagon- 
ism to the development of the canal system in any country. 

Since man first began to transport his surplus products from 
place to place, nature’s highway—the water—has always and 
always will be the cheapest mode of transfer, and as a counrry 
becomes populous this method of transfer becomes more and 
more in demand. Any populous and energetic people will always 
have many canals through their country and the Canal is always 
a natural antagonist of the railroad. The railroad mangers of 
this country, although having the finest opportunities in the world, 
have always been aware of this, and many minor canals in the 
United States have gone down into ruin through the energetic 
competition of the railroads. Still it is but a matter of time 
when this question of canal transportation throughout the coun- 
try must be taken up and in that day railroad values will shrink 
beyond anything ever known before. 

We observed, in the latest Congress, a bill was brought in 
authorizing the Government, as a national affair, to construct 
open parallel viaducts for such rivers as the Ohio, so as to 
avoid the overflow and damage of the spring freshets. Long 
ago we concluded that for the United States Government to 
parallel the Ohio river with a business like canal would be the 
wisest work it could undertake; really of very much greater 
value than the work that is being done at Panama, at least so 
far as the people of the United States are concerned. It would 
not only serve to carry off the spring freshets, but it could be 
so arranged that it would provide navigable waters at all times 
for the internal commerce of that great section. Then the oft 


propsed canals between the Great Lakes and the Ohio would 
become practical entities, and the prairie country with its various 
small streams would soon have commercial transportation at one- 
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fourth its present rates. It is not necesary to tell those people 
what that would mean for their section. When the Panama 
canal is finished such improvement as this will become an absolute 
necessity for then the grain fields of Siberia and the Northwest 
Atlantic Coast will bring cargoes into ‘the Atlantic which will 
destroy all values of wheat in the eastern half of the United States. 

sut just because of these facts and of the surety that these 
canals would carry freight at so low rates, the railroad kings 
and managers persistently oppose any development of this neces- 
sity, for whenever it occurs it means a loss of billions of values 
in railroad securities. 

There are other great competitions in this question. The 
people of the United States must, however, keep a sharp eve 
upon these great companies, for the people will at last have to 
pay all the loss or all the profit, as the case may be. When it 
is understood and known from Poor’s Manual, which is a rail- 
road publication in itself, that the railroads of this country could 


be built and equipped for from one-third to one-fourth of what 
they owe, it can easily be seen what an extraordinary disaster 
is hanging over the heads of the people, the lambs of this coun- 
try. It is just this danger that amounts to a protection and will 
serve these railroad magnates when the time for action comes. 

We will expect some day to hear a hue and cry started in 
favor of the Government ownership of these railroads. The 
proposition has already been made, and it will some day be taken 
up with great force, and foolishly. We say foolishly, because 
whenever it is put into full force it will be merely to serve the 
purpose of these railroad magnates to get rid of their property 
at full value. Think of it! The railroads of the United States 
to-day owe about $t,500,000,000, and could be replaced for about 
$400,000,000. If the United States Government should take pos- 
session of the railroads it goes without saying that under the 
constitution the government would have to assume their indebted- 
ness at the least. Here would be the basis of $1,500,000,000 of

The Fertilization of Sava. 


Clover has long been recognized as a crop capable in some way of 
gathering nitrogen from the latent resources of the soil and air, whereas 
wheat and some oiher grains have no such ability. Formerly, corn was 
placed ir the same class with wheat and other grains in this respect. It 
is only within comparatively few years that both scientific and practical 
farmers have learned that corn stands in an intermediate position between 
the clovers and the other grains, in regard to its plant food requirements. 
We now know that corn can obtain considerable nitrogen from the soil 
and air that is not available to other crops, except clover. In fact, corn 
is now classed as next to clover in its renovating powers. 

Prof. Charles V. Mapes was one of the earliest advocates of this 
theory, and co-operated with Atwater and other experimenters to dem- 
onstrate it. The results of these and other workers have now come to 
he generally accepted. These results are the basis of the present practice 
of using corn as a restorative crop on the comparatively light and poor 
soils of New Jersey. In many cases such soils have shown decided im- 
provement after years of a rotation consisting of corn, followed by 
potatoes, then wheat, and then sown to timothy and clover. As Prof. 
Mapes points out: 

“Stable manure is plowed under for the corn crop, which puts the 
soil and the manure in prime condition for the potatoes to follow. The 
potatoes are heavily dressed with commercial fertilizer, which so increases 
the yield and quality that the potatoes pay a handsome profit above cost 
of fertilizer. No manuring of any kind is done for the succeeding crops 
of wheat, timothy and clover. If, instead of using 1500 pounds fertilizer 
on the potatoes, these farmers should use 500 pounds on the potatoes, 500 
on the wheat, and 500 on the grass, their bills would be as high as now, 
the labor three times as great, and their crops of potatoes cut down 
nearly one-half, with but a small increase in grain and hay. It is 
because potatoes are a money crop of the farm that they are fed on the 
choicest food. 

“The corn plant is the key-keeper of the rotation. Clover supplies the 
crude material and corn manufactures it into suitable humus for the potato 
plant, yielding its grain as almost clear gain. On a rotation of this kind, 
corn is quite as important as the clover, because of its ability as a weed 
cleaner, and also because stable manure should first be ‘strained through 
a crop of corn’ before being used on potatoes.’"—American Agriculturist.

SUCCESSION OF PLANTING. 


The best time to plant is a question which should not be settled by 
the grower alone but in agreement with the superintendent of the canning 
factory. The best factory system is one in which at least two and pref- 
erably three varieties of seed is used and each of these varieties divided 
into two plantings. These two planting dates should be a week to ten days 
apart. A planting of both or all three varieties, may of course, be at 
the same time but by making two or more plantings (according to the 
grower’s acreage) the time of maturity and harvest is spread over a 
longer period, thus enabling the grower to handle his crop without crowd- 
ing. This also serves to spread the crop for the factory which is absolutely 
necessary. The ideal system is the one in which all planting dates are 
agreed upon by superintendent and grower, so that the former may know 
and determine how fast his crop will come in. This is just as advan- 
tageous to the grower, as a crowded factory means to him slower un- 
‘loading and loss of time. In every way he who helps the factory to work 
to its best advantage, helps himself. 


LATE AND EARLY FROSTS. 


During the writer’s experience of four years in this state there has 
been no year when corn might not have been planted as early as May 
5th without danger of being cut down by a late spring frost. On the 
other hand, with the exception of the spring of 1901, there has been no 
year in the last four, when such early planting has been justified by re- 
sults, owing to the uniformly cool, and often, wet weather throughout 
the month of May. Sweet corn seed in the average soil requires from ten 
days to two weeks to show. The writer has known many fields to take 
from ten days to two weeks longer in recent seasons. Just here let me 
urge growers that when their fields seem slow in showing the leaf to 
“have patience” and “give it time.” ‘Take all conditions of weather, soil 
and planting into consideration and do not tear up and replant until 
absolutely sure the seed will not come. Remember Evergreen can be 
planted as late as June roth and be ready for the factory in an average 
year before September 20th, which is the average date of killing frost 
in this state. Early Crosby can be planted as late as June 20th and even 
later and still have time to mature for factory use. Late planted corn 
may go into the soil deeper than early planting because the earth has 


a — 


absorbed more heat, hence, has a higher temperature which is very 
important in germinating all sweet corn. 
BEST SOIL FOR SWEET CORN. 

The best land for sweet corn, as everyone knows, is a rich, sandy 
loam. Of course, the strong heavy loam will give splendid results in yield 
but the sand makes the quality. While sandy land will give high flavor 
and sweetness it lacks one great desideratum—quantity. As a rule the 
timber and river bottom lands of this state are ideal for this crop. 
Gumbo and clay soils are to be avoided as during the past three years 
they have yielded very poorly. A crop of clover improves the physical 
condition of any soil and thus increases yield and quality, 

BEST VARIETIES TO GROW. 

Just a word about the best varieties of sweet corn for Minnesota. 
Undoubtedly the true strain of Early Crosby—showing a good medium 
sized ear, plump, medium grain, is the variety par excellence for our” 
canners. It produces in the can, corn light in color, the best of flavor 
and unsurpassed sweetness. The product of Minnesota in this variety 
is the equal of much boasted Maine in quality and will some day bring the 
price as it now does not. Unfortunately it is not such a yielder as the 
Evergreen but when planted in three foot rows it is profitable at the 
higher price per ton which most factories pay. An earlier corn and very 
similar in quality is the Peep o’ Day, originated by Northrup, King & Co. 
It is claimed by these gentlemen that when planted as close as it can 
be worked, which owing to its short fodder it will stand, it will outyield 
the Crosby or even the Evergreen. Next in quality and in yield is the 
Country Gentleman. This is a late variety and deemed by some as fine 
in quality as the Crosby but this is not the opinion of the writer. Its 
small, deep, tender grain is responsible for the high opinion in’ which 
it is generally held. 

There are a number of good varieties such as Hickox, Old Colony, 
Northrup’s XXXX, ete., which may be ranked in quality and earliness 
before the old standard Stowell’s Evergreen but none approach it in 
yield. And for this reason it is most generally planted. For main crop 
from which to pack standard corn it is undoubtedly the best, but no 
factory or grower should depend upon this one variety entirely as in these 
years of late seasons and this region of early frosts it, at times, comes 
close to a total failure. 

3ut do not plant Early Minnesota corn or any of the red cob varieties 
as they are not only poor yielders but are poor in quality and not fit to 
pack.

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The factory should always supervise the seed being planted for it 
and allow none grown by the planter to be used without examination. 
No corn showing smooth, flinty kernels should be passed. 

WHEN AND HOW TO HARVEST SWEET CORN. 

Sweet corn is ready for the factory when ready for the table. That 
is, when it is thoroughly filled out with full size grains in the milk and 
not watery. When it breaks and spurts on pressure with the finger nail, 
it is just right, when it is in the dough it is too hard for canning. Some 
think corn is ready to pull as soon as the silk is dry and dead, but this 
is a mistake; it usually takes a week or even longer at times to fill out 
after the silk dries, hence this is not a reliable sign. In pulling, the best 
indication is the plumpness of the ear. The husk also begins to show signs 
of turning yellow. A little investigation and experimenting will soon 
teach any person of good, fair judgment when to pick the field. 

Of course corn ripens unevenly and the factory does not expect every 
eir to be pulled when just right. That is impossible. Some few ears 
will be ready two weeks ahead of main crop. The field is ready to be 
pulled when the larger portion seems to be in right condition. By that 
time some few ears will be almost hard. These our factory saves for 
seed. You can let these old ears remain and save your seed in this 
manner if you wish. Seed saved from these earlier ears will come a little 
earlier next year. 

Corn pulled too young is a loss to both the grower and the factory. 
When you think your corn is ready take in a load and the factory 
superintendent will tell you whether to continue hauling or not. No 
company desires to dock; instead it prefers to deal fairly with the 
grower and to tell him when he is not bringing his corn in right. The 
grower who wishes to do right will appreciate this and will endeavor to 
bring in the remainder of his crop according to instructions. If however, 
he continues to bring in corn not fit for the company’s use and contrary 
io instructions, the company should refuse to receive it. 

In pulling corn it is simply snapped off close to the butt of the cob. 
This leaves a few of the outer husks on the stalk. There are two ways 
in which corn is harvested and each grower must judge as to which suits 
his case best. Some drive the team into the field straddling every fifth 
row. <A picker goes ahead and pulls his row, a picker working on each 
side throwing directly into the wagon-box. ‘This is probably the best 
method for drilled corn. But in the writer’s opinion the way to be 
preferred is to divide the field into lands of twenty-one rows each. The 
wagon should straddle one row and the pickers work out ten hills on 


each side, using a basket into which to pick instead of throwing directly 
into the wagon-box. This takes a little longer, but it breaks down less 
corn and makes less loss at second pickings. Of course the width of these 
lands will vary according to the yield. They should be planned, if 
possible, so that the picker can work out one row from the wagon and 
back the next one without being compelled to come in to empty his 
basket when part way only of the row is pulled. 
CHANGING WORK WITH NEIGHBORS. 


A grower should if possible, change work with a neighbor. He 
should put two or more teams in the field so that the pickers will not 
be idle while the team is on a trip to the factory. To have a large number 
of teams and many pickers is the best way to handle the crop. Use a 
double wagon-box and higher sides if you have them. Make two pickings 
of each planting The second picking will usually come about ten days 
from the first. There will still remain many nubbins which make the - 
finest kind of feed for cows and hogs. 

Begin picking early in the morning. Do not pick in the late afternoon 
for delivery next day. Corn which remains in the wagon-box over night 
is sure to heat and sour and the company cannot use it. Upon this point 
it should positively insist. If you pick late, spread it out very thinly on the 
ground—but the company will not receive heated corn. Remember the 
factory will receive no corn after noon on Saturdays as it must clean up 
all the corn in the shed before ceasing work Saturday night.
